Dr. Alfred L. Caatleman, surgeon of 


the 5th Wisconsin, published a diary 
in 1863, which he bad made m the 
Army of the Potomac, in Hancock's 
brigade. The Cincinnati Gazette makes 
liberal extracts from this book, in which 
Hancock (is accused of cruelty to his 
men, both in tbe hospital and in the 
field. He abused the Doctor foi mak- 
ing his sick so comfortable in hospital, 
and took from him his skilled help and 
gave him ignorant help, which resulted 
in several men being poisoned by the 
unskilled .druggists sent by Hancock 
giving 'poison for medicine. The re- 
sult was reported to Hancock, but he 
refused to restore the skilled help. 
. r He refused to let the men on march 
when thirsty aud warm, go to a spring 
near by and fill their canteens, although 
soldiers from other commands went. 
When his soldiers eried out "water !" 
"water'" he rode up and down the 
road where they halted, cursed the men 
and the officers jind then made them 
gat up and drill, wnifc other commands 
rested «n3 got fresh water. 


Some soldier* htred a seine from 


some oolorea.neo and made a haul of 
fishes ; just at the seine was isnded 
Hancock ordered his bodyguard to take 
ali the fish for himself. 


In abort, this little book published 


in '63, by an officer of Hancock's brig- 
ade, asserts that Hancock was a swear- 
ing, vindictive, abusefal man to his 
men, treating them asjhe would a lot

Schurz, Secretary of the Interior, ad- 
dressed an immense assemblage at the 
wigwam to-night. His speech was a 
masterly review of the political issues 
o( the day, combined with a chain of 
reasoning why Garfield, as a statesman, 
should receive the support of the true 
American citizen instead of Hancock, 
the soldier, devoid of practical experi- 
ence and knowledge as a statesman, and 
only familiar with routine [military 
life. 


Secretary Schurz' speech closed as 


follows: 


The Democracy may, in course of 


time, gain the confidence of the people, 
but that should be when repudiationistg 
and advocates of unsound money have 
ceased to be in its ranks so powerful and 
influential an element an to seriously 
threaten the great economical interests of 
the country; when by energetic and suc- 
cessful action in protecting tbe rights of 
the voter, whether white or black, wheth- 
er Republican or Democratic, in all parls 
of the country, and by suppression of 
fraud at the ballot-box through a healthy 
and irresistible power of public opinion 
within itself, it will have the right to ap- 
pear in it» platforms as tbe protector of 
freedom and the purity of elections, and 
iben it will find it no longer necessary to 
discard the ablest of its statesmen and 
put a General of tbe army, who has never 
been anything but a soldier, iu nomina- 
tion fur the Presidency to make for itself 
a certificate of loyalty to the settlement 
of the great conflict of the past. And 
for all these reasons, in my opinion, the 
interests of the Republic demand 
tbe 


election of James A. Garfield to the Pres- 
idency of the United States.
